Another School Fad Proposed. 


InJJie opinion of thinking men and women the public 


schools are already sufficiently burdened with frills and fads 
which have been laid on in recent years with a regularity and 
persistence that have brought the thinking public to the verge 
of alarm. 


But the end is not yet, if the frillists and fadisls are to be 


heard -and heeded. The latest is a Mr. Tolkacz; who in a re- 
cenraddress to new citizens at St. Louis suggested as an addi- 
tion to .the 'public school curriculum a course in citizenship. 
/H^argues that while it is highly laudable. to take our newly 
'formed citizeii's'by the hand and; explain 'to them Ihe beauties 
and advantages of the American form of government, it will 
not do.' to overlook native-born Americans and allow them to 
grow up without due appreciation of (he high character of the 
government under which Ihey live. Mr. Tolkacz thinks thai 
the study of history, with perhaps some instruction in civil 
government and political economy, is not enough, and lhal 
if the boys and girls of the country are to develop inlcrsuch 
citizens as they ought to be something more is necessary. And 
this necessity, in liis view, is the teaching of citizenship in the 
public schools. 


This seems like going far afield for a cause and a remedy. 


If growing up in such a country as this, coming with increas- 
ing years to a knowledge of what such a government as that of 
the United States means to all its people, will not result in 
good citizenship the case is hopeless. 
It can never be cor- 


rected by the public school or any other instrumentality. 


But thc'case is not hopeless. 
By no means are the boys and 


girls who arc growing up in Ibis country failing fo grasp the 
high ideals of free government and (he value of the benefits 
and privilege's which such a government affords. The public 
schools may well stimulate (he love of country and extol the 
virtue of patriotism, but a course in citizenship is entirely un- 
necessary and uncalled for. The school curriculums need 
pruning rather lhan additional burdt'ns. 
If the legitimate 


work of (he schools is properly done and home Iraining is not 


grossly neglected there will be no occasion fo worry about 
:future citizenship of the'Unilcd Slates. The atmosphere 


of freedom arid free institutions will make good citizens of all 
having in Ihem the qualities of good citizenship, and the pub- 
lic school can never supply (hose qualities lo those- wiio lack 
them.
